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INTERNATIONAL WELSHING 


GREAT Britain and France seem 
determined that the people of the Unit- 
ed States shall assume some eleven bill- 
ions of dollars of additional war ‘bur- 
den. Under the reparations plan now 
being discussed in London and Paris 
there is one predominant feature—the , 
United States and Germany must pay. 
This country evidently is expected to 
forgive a large portion or all of the 
$8,500,000,000 owed us by the British 
and French, which would thean, of 
course the cancellation of all other 
debts due this country. 

For years the United States has 
been charged with a policy of isolation 
and of desertion of our allies when 
most they needed our assistance. lor 
a while, we were told that our duty was 
to join the League of Nutions and en- 
force all of the guarantees of the lea- 
gue covenant. /When the American 
people said by an overwhelming vote 
that they wanted none of the league, 
we were warned that the $11,000,000,- 
000 owed the American taxpayers by 
Europe could never be paid in gold 
and that any serious attempt to pay’ it 
would bring chaos to the debtor coun- 
trics. More recently Great Britain has 
signed an agreement for eventual liqui 
‘dation of her share of the debt and 
France announces that a commission 


‘will soon visit this country to make 
‘similar arrangements. 


These nations 
announce a willingness to pay, yet, 
their public men continue to concoct 
schemes having evasion of the debts 
view. 

Instead of fixing their reparations 
claims according to the principles set 
forth at the Versailles treaty and stat- 
ing the amount, the British say. in ef- 
fect, that the United States is demand- 
ing payment of its war loans to them, 
and that they myst look to Germany 
for the money. France, likewise, in- 
sists that her own Dill for damages 
must be increased according to the 
amount-of her American loan for which 
the United States may demand pay- 
ment. Thus, an attempt is made to put 
this country in the position of keep- 
ing Europe in the perpetual state of 
tnisery in order that we may not lose 
some money. 

Tt is an ingenious scheme, but our .. 
citizens ought to bear firmly in mind 
that. we had nothing to do whatever 
with the causes of the war and that 
every life we have sacrificed and every 
dollar we have spent was lost by rea- 
son of European rivalries, and that 
every dollar of remitted debts must 
come out of the pockets of our people 
tn the shape of taxes.for the redemp- 
tion, of Libertv bonds. If. congress 
should suddenly vote additional ex- 
penditures and corresponding taxes of 
$8,500,000,000 its members would be 
unceremoniously voted out. of office. 
Yet, our tempers are scarcely ruffled 
when the British, and French govern- 
ments suggest that we give, them a 
gratuity of similar amount. Mhat. they 
ask is to be relieved of the consequen- 
ces of their own unwise diplomacy 
which finally engulfed the world in 
their great war and is largely respon- 
sible for their condition ain!
